The Three Brutal Murderers ,.f rillppo 


Carnso Executed with Nrntiicia and Dig- 
patch In Chicago—Their Crimp. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—Agostiuo Gelardi, 


Ignazio Silvestri and Giovani A^ari, who 
strangled Filippu Caruso to death nl 74 Til- 
den avenue, Iu this city, on the yotli of last 
April, were hanged in the Coimly Jail Sat- 
turday at 12:10 p. m. The condemned 
men arose early after passiug a rather 
resUessjnight 
At ten o'clock they break- 


fasted, Silvestri and Gelardi eating with 
a relish, but Axnri broke down while 
eating, and a little seemed to suffice him. 
At three minutes to tv.-elve o'clock the 
miirch to the galTows wag begun. The pris- 
oners were accompanied by five Italian 
priests, Jailor Foltz and three deputies. 
Neither of the coiidenmed showed signs of 
faltering.

Ten Men Perish in the Bult-Oominga 


Mlue at Silver Cliff, Co!. 


SILVER CLIFF, Col., Nov. IS.—The fire 


at the shaft-house of the Bull-Domingo 
mine, and the consequent explosion of giant 
cartridges which dismantled tiie hoisting 
machinery, caused tho death of tan men 
who were at work below. Indignant citi- 
zens threaten to lynch the superintendent 
for his negligence in keeping the cartridges 
in the shaft-house, as tiie men could have 
been saved had the machinery remained in- 
tact 


The removal of dead miners from the 550- 


foot level was begun at six o'clock Satur- 
day night, the last being brought to the sur- 
face about midnight, llobert McGregor and 
Tom Armstrong alternated in going down 
the shaft. A rope was attached to pulleys 
to let the brave men down. A corpse was 
bound to the rope, and then a guide, stand- 
ing with iiis foot in the !o&p of the rope. 
both arms encircling the dead body, was 
brought to the surface by the steady pull 
of scores of men. 
The victims were 


probably suffocated within an hour, being 
stiff and cold when found, with hats and 
coats pulled over their faces.

Prince Alexander indignantly de-

blamable for the recent events on the 
boundary. He has also sent a circular to 
the Powers in which he complains that the 
Servian agents in Bulgaria withheld for 
eight hours the official notification of his , 
sovereign's rirwlamation of war. 


The Servian King has also issued a; 


proclamation, In which he says that ho can 
not allow Bulgaria to disturb the balance 
of power in the Balkans. He then refers to 
the alleged exorbitance of the Bulgarian 
customs duties, the unlawful seizure of 
Bregavo 
and 
the 
encouragement 
of 


Bulgaria of the Servian rebels condemned 
for high treason. 
He also refers to the al- 


leged ill-treatment of Servian emigrants in 
Bulgaria, the blockade of the frontier by 
that nation, and the attacks by her troops 
upon the Servian people and troops, and 
concludes by saying: 


I can not suffer these international provo- 
cations, and I there-fore adopt, the policy of 
open hostility, which has been forced upon 
me by Bulgaria, Servia's just cause now- 
rests on Hie arbitrament of arms and the 
bravery of her army. I rely upon my people's 
patriotism. 


Bulgaria is said to have decided to re- 


main as far as possible on the defensive and 
to make no aggressive movements not abso- 
lutely necessary. Prince Alexander de- 
clares that he accepts war with calmness, 
knowing that Europe will acquit him of all 
blame. He has asked Turkej for assist- 
ance. 
Servia has declared that during her 


advance iuto Buignrla she will respect all 
rights of the Sultan in the territory. 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—Advices from Con- 


stantinople indicate that Turkey is engaged 
In a series of vast military preparations to 
preserve the integrity of her t'-ritory and 
to be ready for any emergency. The Porte, 
has made another contract with the Aus- 
trian Lloyds for the transportation of thirty 
more battalions of troops from Asia Minor 
to European Turkey, while the arsenal-, at 
Salonica are making unlimited preparations 
for a conflict 


St. Petersburg advices are to the effect 


that the Kussian newspapers, both official 
aud unofficial, unite iu condemning the 
fratricidal Servo-Bulgarian war, and declare 
that Russia will be unable to sit quietly 
while Bulgaria and Servia tear each oth r 
to pieces. Orders have been seut to thy 
Russian Consul at Kustchuk, iu Bulgaria, 
to hold himself in readiness to leave with

French, and thanked the Sheriff for his 
personal consideration.

shall bo given to my friends to be laid in 
St Boniface." This is the French ceme- 
tery across Red River from the city of 
Winnipeg- 
The Sheriff asked him if lie 


had any wishes to convey as to t':e dis- 
position of his personal estate or effects. 
"Moncher," replied 
he, "1 have only 


this," touching ills breast above the region 
of the heart. "Ihis I gave to my country 
fifteen years ago, and it is all I have to give 
now." 
He was aslied as to his peace of
